Commenting upon the solutions sub­ 
m itted for publication in the issue of 
October, Editor Brown says:—“These 
solutions are made by em inent teach­ 
ers; and they illustrate the different 
ways in which different minds attack j Philadelphia, 
an arithm etic problem.” 
Ttie solu­ 
tion of Prin. Miller of our city heads 
the list, hebeiug the only one to avoid 
problem eliminations. 


The widespread interest in 
con­

In only one channel has interest 
been apparently lacking, and th a t has 
been among the officials of the public 
schools of Illinois, a class which would 
have been presumed to be more vitally 
Interested than any other, since edu­ 
cation and a 'm oderate am ount of In­ 
struction will do more to check the 
spread of consumption than of any 
other disease. 
However, while the 
officials o! every county In the state 
were notified th a t this circular was 
to be had in any quantity desired, 
not one request for school use has 
been received by the board. 
The importance of this circular in 
education of the peopel is quite clearly 
indicated in the opinion given out by 
the state board of health of Iowa in 
its last monthly publication, in which 
it is stated th a t “ we regard it as the 
most complete and compact statem ent 
of the cause and prevention of this too 
universal and fatal disease th a t ws 
have ever seen. If a copy of it could 
be put Into every home In the land 
and was read and its precepts heeded, 
consumption would be reduced 50 per 
cent in ten years.” 
In the third edition Secretary J. A. 
Egan reiterates the claim made in the 
formed edition, th a t consumption can 
be 
cured in Illinois, but he goes 
further in substantiating this claim 
with the most convincing evidence. 
A ttention is called to the consump­ 
tive hospitals in Massachusetts, New 
York. Pennsly vania and Rhode Island, 
where the results of treatm ent have 
been most 
gratifying, and to the 
recently proven 
statistics, showing 
th at at the M assachusetts state sani­ 
tarium the results have been better 
than in the arid regions of the west. 
T hat Illinois affords clim atic condi­ 
tions and elevations equal to any of 
those eastern institions is Dr. Egan’s 
contention, based on most careful and 
painstaking investigations and com.

This plant was disco vered in 1300 by 
Dr. Welwitsch, an eminent scientific 
traveler. 
The welwitsehia is a tree 
which lives fo r many years, many 
specimens being estim ated as mo re 
than 100 years o ld. 
Every year o f its life Increases its 
size, yet it never gro ws higher. 
Ris­ 
ing just abo ve the gro und this strange 
plant, Wo king like a ro ugh ro und table, 
regulany enlarges by adding co ncen­ 
tric layers to Its circumference. 
The 
fiat upper surface o f the trunk is very 
hard and dark, resembling in co lo r and 
texture the crust o f an o verbaked lo af.

The nail is a special mo dificatio n o f 
the cuticle, the superficial cells being 
harder, mo re ho rny and mo re firmly 
adherent to each o ther than In the 
pro per skin. The deep layer o f the skin 
is peculiarly mo dified to fo rm the bed 
o f the nail, is highly vascular, and is 
studded with alido st parallel ridges, 
the true skin o verlapping the sides 
and ro o t o f the nail, which fits into 
the gro o ve, as a watch glass Into its 
rim. The surfaces o f aJl these ridges 
are co vered with gro wing cells which, 
as they flatten and change Into ho rn, 
fo rm o ne so lid curved plate, the nail. 
Nails gro w bo th in thickness and 
length. The increase in thickness is 
caused by the fo rmatio n "o f nerve cells 
o n the bed o f the nail; the Increase In 
lengtff, thro ugh the fo rmatio n o f new 
fo lds at the hinder part o f the bed. 
The nail, thus co nstantly receiving ad­ 
ditio ns fro m belo w and fro m behind. 
Is slo wly pushed fo rward o ver Its bed 
till It pro jects beyo nd the end o f the 
finger and is cut o ff at intervals o r 
wo rn awaty.
